JEFFERSON CITY, July 2.— 
A State melon of nearly $256,009 
to be-cut this year among Repub- 
lican newspapers, which will fre- 
ceive contracts from the Secretary 
of State for publishing the text of 
constitutional amendments and inli- 
tiative proposals in each county, in 
advance of the November election, 
will have considerable bearing on 
the contest for the Republican 
nomination for the.United States 
Senate. 

Supporters of United States Sen- 
ator George H. Williams,. candi- 
date to succeed himself, are view- 
ing ruefully the prosect of the 
scramble that will ensue among Re- 
publican rural newspapers to get 
the printing plum in their re- 
Epective counties, now estimated at 
about $2100 the county. The 
Williams forces will have no part 
in the distribution. 

Cc. U. Becker to Make Awards. , 

Letting of the contracts is °n- 
tirely in the hands of Secretary of 
State Charles U. @e2cker, who has 
not é@oncealed his bestility towarl 
the Williams candidacy. A Repub- 
lican newspaper, of which Becker 
is editor, has been giving wide

Outwardly the Williams support- 
ers declare that certainly a State 
official would not let politics enter 
into the award of printing con- 
tracts, to be paid fer out of the 
taxpayers’ money. lInwardly they 
know this has been a political dis- 
tribution for years, and that who. 
ever held the control of the con- 
stitutional printing used it to the 
best political advantage in lining 
up rural newsapers for political 
campaigns. 

Another factor is that the con- 
tract in each county always is 
sought by several newspapers, and 
the awards will not be made until 
September, after the primary cam- 
paign and primary election are 
over. With several applicants in 
line for each county contract, it is 
not improbable that the position 
taken by these newspapers in the 
primary campaign will havea 
bearing on the awards, in view of 
the system in the past. 

In some counties it has been 
the practice to split the contract 
price between rival newspapers. 
although the law provides for only 
one contract to a county. 

Admitted Factor in Campaign. 

Williams supporters admit the 
effect of one or more Republican 
newspapers in each county sup- 
porting the Proctor or Priest can- 
didacies would be. of considerable 
weight in the. campaign. 

Three proposals already have 
been placed on the ballot for the 
November election, and petitions 
for a referendum of repeal of the 
State prohibition enforcement law 
are to be filed. Proposals already 
filed are a constitutional amenu- ; 
ment to- permit municipalities to 
pension policemen, a referendum 
on the Workmen's Compensation 
Law passed in 1925, and a second 
Workmen's Compensation bill pro- 
posed through the initiative. 

The estimate of the cost of pub- 
lishing these four proposals is ap- 
proximately $2100 to the county. 
The law provides for publication 
of the proposals in each of the 
114 counties and the city of § St. 
Louis.

Many of the newspapers recaiv- 
ing the contracts buy the printed”? 
proposals in bulk from large print- 
ing firms, in newspaper supplement 
form, and insert them in their reg- 
ular editions, at- much less coat 
than setting the type and printing 
the proposals themselves, Others 
buy the plates and print the pro. 
porals themeaelves, thus retuciv¢ 
the cost to them and increasing the

The city shall be entitled to control, the kind, 
quantity and quality of service rendered by the 
company and for this purpose the Transit Commis- 
sioner may, from time to time, prepare and pro- 
mulgate such specifications as may be necessary. 
This control slitell cover all characteristics of 
the service, including schedules, stops, routes, 
rerouting, removing tracks, laying and operating 
tracks in other streets, modes or types of con- 
veyances, subject to the Jimitations thereon by 
the amount of gross revenues as then received 
and to the general control of traffic and to such 
other control as may lawfully be exercised over 
the service by other municipal or State authori= 
ties. 

As stated by the Post-Dispatch in its analysis of 
the proposed franchise, there is nothing in the or- 
dinance relating to working conditions of carmen. 
The‘powers of the Transit Commissioner cover only 
the broader elements of service of the kind formerly 
controlled by the Public Service Commission. Neither 
city nor State now has nor can have anything to say 
as to any officers or employes of the company, which, 
as heretofore,.will be manned by its own staff and 
workers. The company will pay the salary of the 
Transit Commissioner, but he will be the only em- 
ploye the Mayor will have anything to do with, and 
his powers will be such only as the ordinance pro 
vides, as above set forth.

Industry’s miracle man is Henry Ford. But the 
miracle, obviously, never could have been wrought in 
nine figures on a cash basis. Further, if the country 
went on a cash basis today, the automobile industry 
would suffer a-paralytic shock. 

Credit, of course, can be abused, like many other 
excellent commodities. The installment plan of pur- 
chasing is being unwisely urged and dangerously ex- 
informed and authoritative 
judgment. That condition will eventually correct it- 
self, though not without its price. But Mr. Ford’s 
sweeping banishment of credit would mean panie. 
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The Navy has devised a system by which ships 
can avoid storms, which will give our fleet sonfething 
to do. ’
